Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  addressed  to 
The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1944.  Again  this  report  is  a  statistical  analysis  of 
the  trend  in  health  and  disease  in  the  Stone  Rural  District  and 
is  in  the  same  format  as  that  of  the  previous  year  which,  I 
think  it  will  be  agreed,  makes  a  comparison  more  easy. 

The  year  has  been  unexceptional.  Ho  serious  epidemics 
and  no  gross  variation  in  vital  statistics  presents  itself.  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  birth  rate  is  up  and  still-birth  rate  is 
down.  The  infant  death  rate  under  twelve  months  has  gone  up, 
the  source  of  the  increase  is  shown  by  the  higher  incidence  of 
prematurity,  birth  injuries  and  malformations. 

The  position  as  regards  diptheria  immunisation  is  not 
yet  entirely  to  my  satisfaction.  I  think  the  District  Nurses 
will  see  from  their  figures  where  the  cause  of  this 
dissatisfaction  lies.  Since  the  inception  of  the  new  scheme  213 
children  have  been  immunised  each  year.  This  is  34  short  of 
total  live  births  and  gives  some  indication  of  how  many  are 
being  missed.  It  is  hoped  that  the  next  year  will  contribute 
some  improvement  in  the  sanitation  and  water  situation  in  the 
Rural  District  as  at  present  it  appears  to  me  far  from 
satisfactory  and  the  provision  of  water  and  modern  sanitation  to 
most  areas  should  I  think  be  given  high  priority. 

May  I  again  express  my  gratitude  for  the  extremely 
helpful  attitude  of  the  Council  towards  any  suggestion  I  have 
been  able  to  make  and  to  assure  them  of  my  continued  acceptance 
of  the  full  responsibilities  of  my  appointment.
